dignify’d by the Multitude with the diftinguifhed Ap- 
pellations of Orator Bronfe and Orator Bron/e: Whether 
they deriv’d their Names from their refpective Families, or 
from Talents more peculiar to themfelves than others, does 
not appear in my Manufcript; but the latter feems molt 
probable, ‘They flourifhed at the fame Time, tho’ in dif- 
ferent Situations. Bron/fe was the degenerate Son of a good, 
honelt, well-meaning Mather 5 of a bold, enterprizing Ditl- 
pofition, and moft obftroperoufly noify aud facetious over 
a Cup; by Profeflion a Druid, by Practice an affeted Di/- 
Jeter to the utmolt Extent of Affectation of di/énting, fo 
as to have tried and quarter’d the whole Circ'e of Religions, 
and to fhelrer him‘elf at laft in Superfiition. Bronfo was 
the /egitimate Deicendant of an Afiatic Renagade, and like 
him had a p:culiar Genius for Plunder and Diffention: In 
his Coat of Arms he bore a Boat/wain's Whiftle in a 
Swabbe’s Hand, and was a fullen, gloomy, unamiable 
Charater.

Bron/o, 
obferving fhe affected to reward Patriotifm isi a high Cha- 
rafer who really was in the Court of Direfors what Bron/o 
Jeena to be in the Gexeral Court, thought fit to affect in 
his Turn; and perceiving Edentu/a’s Favour to the Oppcf- 
tion, proceeded move {rom an implatable Diflike fhe had 
conceiv’d againit the Virtues of the governing Family, than 
from any Love fhe hid to her Country, refolv’d to improve 
it to his own Advantage ; and fo took all Opportunities in 
his Iuveétives againit Corruption, Placemen, and Peufioners, 
not to forget the Governor, The Golden Dame became 
pleas’d with his Hen/eiax Periods, whicn {)i¢ made him_oft 
repeat and a# by her Bed-Side, where he paid very affiduous 
Court and Attendance, and frequently floop'd fo low as evich 
to afilt in the meancit Offices of an officious Nurfe, . This 
gain’d fo much upon her, that fhe left him a very confider- 
able Legacy, for ferwing his Country fo well, but with this 
private Article annex’d, That he was to accept of no Po/t 
under the Governor, but to continue his Raticour at all 
Events, and thro’ all Adminiftrations, again{t him forever.

Oppofition to the deftrudtive Meafures of Leviathan, and 
his petty Jnfruments of Power; I fay, this great Man was 
traduc’d by Orator Bronfo as a Novice, in negociating a 
Treaty, which, from his own narrow Conception, or from 
the Rancour of his Mind, he called dangerous to the 
Society; whereas it evidently appcar'd tu have been wiiely 
calculated for its Good, and in the Event proved to be tic 
moft ufeful that had been negociated in. the Courfe of thirty 
Years before ; which would have turned to the Confufion

Not content with catting the filthy Sweepings of Bi/ing /- 
gate in the Face of the Sub-Governor, he attgcked the 
Governor himfelf, his Family, and native Country, with 
fuch a Profufion of Scurrility as was never heatd in the 
General Court before!

An Englift Man of War will fa:l To-morrow, to 
Convoy a Number of Veflels laden with Provifions for 
Villa-trancha, the Army beng in great want thercofi— 
The m-th at Night an Imperial Commifitry, by the 
powerful means of 300 Scudes given tothe Rebels, found 
means to efcape frem them, and to arrive here : He 
tuys, thatif the Victuallers don’t get down in a few Days, 
the whole Army will be ftarving, by the Lots of their 
Magazines. The Rebels are now faid to be 5000¢ Mien 
in Arms; they have taken about 3000 Germans Prifoners, 
befides a large Booty, faid to be above 50,0co Scudes — 
‘This Morning a Genoefe Family arrived, who came away 
the itthin the Moroing. They fay that General Botta 
was retired to the Cattle of Gavi, and not to Regzio. 
The Rebels have fortified the Bochetta with Cannon, ‘ke. 
and the People of the two Valleys have joined them. They 
conitrained the Doge’s Brother to help to draw the Cannon, 
and burnt the Commifiary of the Vaileys Houfe, for 
giving back to the Germans their Arms, after they bad 
difarm’d them. ‘Vhe Nobility are in great fear, lett their 
Rage may be turn’d againit them. ‘The Rebels have 
demanded of the Senate, that all the Gaballes ficuld be 
abolifhed, which they offer'd to comply with for two 
Years, but was rejeéted ; they infift on their Demand 
being complied with. ‘hey have lodg’d the German 
Prifoners in the Palaces of thofe Nobles who were the 
principal Managers of the Republick’s joining the French 
and Spaniards, and fre now preparing a Body to goto 
raife the Siege of the Caftle of Savona.

from Italy that General Botta was retired to Gavi, and 
had been attacked at Ponte Decimo by a Dody of armec 
Peafants ; that he had left 600 Sick at Voltagio, and that 
they knew nothing at his Camp on the 13th, what-Fate 
the three Regiments which he had left at Befagno had 
met with. They write from Florence of the 17th pait, 
that five Couriers have gone through there ina few Days 
to Naples, and that they had been followed by Prince 
Doria, who pofted through without ftopping any where.
